affairs in’ China in October, 1902? The 
question nay seem almost. impertinent, yat 
on tHe issue’ may depend much of the future 
history of the twentieth century. There is,

‘wich at their fingers’ ends, think they have 


discovered in those records indications of, 
the truth of the popular belief. Similarly 
the commencemeuts of each of the centuries 
from the sixteenth have been distinctly 
marked by important movements that have
